First reading of Albany’s new 
business license tax, ordinance was 
postponed one week by City Coun- 
cilmen Monday night for further 
study. 

The ordinance presented by City 
Atty. Edward k. Plotner | called 
for an annual-tax of $15 for each 
business with one employee, plus 
$3 for each additional employee. ‘Lhe 
race track will be charged a flat 
fee of $100 per day during racing 
season. 

Councilman Jerome Blank favor- 
ed the license tax, but objected to 
three clauses of the ordinance in 
the present form. 

He pointed out that the Council 
called for a $12 base tax, instead 
of the $15 fee written in the ordi- 

He said that a $2 fee for 
outorming businesses operat- 
ed in a home was too small, and 
objected to the $15 fee set on land- 
lords. He said under the present 
provisions a lardlord would have
